Originally  written  1 75  years  ago  by  an  eighteen-year-old  pregnant  unmarried  woman,  the  bookFraiikensiein  died  quickly  and  was  buried  by  the  literary 
establishment  for  over  160  years.  This  lecture  will  discuss  the  premature  burial  and  the  renewed  life  of  Mary  WoUstonecraft  Shelley's  novel 
Frankenstein.

Cedric  Stratton,  Department  of  Chemistry  and  Physics 

Nobel  Laureate  Linus  Pauling  studied  chemical  bonds,  using  accurate  caloric  information  on  heat  generated  in  different 
reactions.  He  devised  a  formula  which  developed  a  single  number  for  each  element  (called  electronegativity)  which  he  used 
as  a  predictor  for  a  wide  variety  of  chemical  phenomena.

He 
was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  American  Protestant  missions  to  China,  and  his  checkered  career  reflected  cultural  tensions  within  the  United  States  as 

well  as  in  its  relations  with  China.

Heavy  Metal:   Toxic  Metal  Poisoning  in  Fact  and  Fiction 
James  Byrd,  Department  of  Chemistry  and  Physics 

Since  antiquity,  toxic  metals  and  metalloids  have  been  tools  of  the  trade  of  poisoners  in  both  life  and  literature.  These  substances  {e.g. ,  arsenic  and  mercury)

Born  and  raised  in  Connecticut,  Dr.  Cosgrove  exudes  energy  and  vitality.

By  far,  the  true  test  of  an  excellent  teacher  lies  not  solely  upon  his/her  knowledge  of  the 
subject,  but  the  ability  to  interest  others  in  the  subject.  The  monumental  task  of  educating 
and  cultivating  minds  of  the  future  rests  in  the  hands  of  teachers;  and  steadfast  dedication  and 
belief  in  one's  cause  and  effect  as  a  teacher  is  crucial  to  a  professor's  success.  A  true  educator 
can  capture  their  students'  attention  with  wit,  knowledge,  and  enthusiasm,  and  pass  along  to 
them  an  fired  energy  to  learn  and  a  new  desire  to  seek  out  more  information.  More  informa- 
tion means  more  knowledge.  Knowledge  means  power.  Power  breeds  success.  All  the  pieces 
can  fall  into  place  for  an  upcoming  student  because  they  happened  into  one  excellent  teacher. 
Such  teachers  are  rare.  Such  teachers  are  indispensable.  Dr.  Carol  Andrews  is  such  a  teacher. 

Dr.  Andrews'  field  of  specialty  is  Modern  American  &  British  Literature  (1890  -),  and  any 
English  Major  on  campus  will  tell  you  she  knows  what  she's  talking  about  when  she's  talking 
about  literature.

Once  that  interest  has  been 
captured,  she  easily  maintains  it  into  upper 
level  courses,  offering  great  insights,  and  inspir- 
ing great  insights,  into  major  works  ranging 
from  "A  Raisin  In  The  Sun"  to  The  Sound  and 
The  Fury. 

Originally  from  Macon,  Ga.,  Cheryl  An- 
drews earned  her  Ph.D.  from  Vanderbuilt.  She 
had  stints  as  a  teacher  and  lecturer  at  other 
colleges,  but  finally  ended  up  here  at  Armstrong 
State.
